Self-insurance plan 
faces new troubles

A major roadblock to the Lompoc 
Hospital becoming self-insured was 
reported last night at the Lompoc 
Hospital District Board of Directors 
meeting 
Michael Palmer, the district’s legal 
counsel, informed the board that if the 
hospital self-insures, it will not receive 
Medicare reimbursement money to help 
finance a self-insurance reserve fund. 
The reason is that a Medicare regula­ 
tion states that the cost of operating such 
a reserve fund is not an allowable cost 
and cannot be included in a Medicare 
patient bill. 
According to Palmer, “ There appears 
not to be any good basis for this regula­ 
tion. The cost to the government will be 
less if we self-insure than if we pay these 
exhorbitant insurance premiums.’’ 
The hospital district is now working 
toward self-insurance of the hospital as a 
recourse to paying skyrocketing 
malpractice insurance premiums. To 
self-insure, a reserve fund must be built 
up to pay off tort judgments, should they 
happen. 
Palmer said he has written a letter to 
Congressman Robert J. Lagomarsino to 
bring the Medicare regulation to his at­ 
tention with the hope he “ might find 
some exception for us...” 
He added that he felt that the board 
and the community at large should begin 
a letter writing campaign to Lagomar­ 
sino about the regulation and the in­ 
surance crisis in general facing the 
hospital and doctors. 
“ I think if we could put pressure on the 


congressmen it would help our 
situation,” he said. 
Harold Thompson, the board 
chairman, said this morning he will im­ 
mediately write letters to California’s 
senators and Lagomarsino about the 
regulation. 
With 36 per cent of the hospital’s 
patients on Medicare, the regulation 
means the middle income patients would 
have to unfairly pay the Medicare 
patients’ share of the reserve fund costs. 
Palmer announced that the only en­ 
couraging sign concerning insurance 
coverage is that the California Hospital 
Association is now in the process of for­ 
mulating various insurance programs. 
The programs will be open to hospitals 
and doctors. 
However, it is unknown what the costs 
of the programs will be and exactly how 
they will work. 
Ken Wicks, the hospital administrator, 
stated this morning that he is not in­ 
vesting much faith in the CHA programs 
because they are so indefinite now. 
To date, the board favors an 
“ umbrella” type of self-insurance for 
the hospital. Under this, the hospital 
would be responsible for claims under 
$100,000 and an insurance company 
would cover claims over that figure. 


The problem at this time is finding an 
insurance company to participate in this 
new concept, which many California 
hospitals are exploring. 


Palmer noted that letters have been 
sent to 10 companies about this and two 
have asked the hospital to submit an ap­ 
plication. 


Mitchell in testimony 


on illegal mail opening 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Former At­ 
torney General John N. Mitchell told 
Congress today he knew the CIA was 
conducting a mail cover operation in 
1971, but was not aware that mail was ac­ 
tually being opened. 
Mitchell, in his first public appearance 
before Congress since the Watergate 
hearings, also told the Senate Select 
Committee on Intelligence he did not 
know that the FBI asked the CIA to open 
specific mall even after President 
Richard M. Nixon ordered such prac­ 
tices halted. 
Mitchell, whose conviction in the 
Watergate conspiracy is still under ap­ 
peal, confirmed he had a 22-minute 
meeting June 1, 1971, with then-CiA 
Director Richard Helms during which 
the subject of mail surveillance came up 
peripherally in connection with another 
matter. 
He refused to say what the other sub­ 
ject matter was on grounds it already 
was under investigation by both the com­ 
mittee and executive branch. 


Mitchell testified that Helms told him 
only that a mail cover operation was un­ 


der way, but did not say, anything about 
the opening of letters. 


Mitchell said a mail cover operation 
consists of studying the outside of 
envelopes to see who it is addressed to 
and from, but does not involve the open­ 
ing of the envelopes or studying its con­ 
tents 


Mitchell was asked by Sen Charles 
McC. Mathias, R-Md., if he had ever 
been aware the FBI forwarded requests 
asking the CIA to open specific mail 
after Nixon ordered the practice stop­ 
ped 


Mathias said the practice continued 
until two months before the death of FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover. 


Puffing heavily on his pipe, Mitchell 
looked straight at Mathias and said. “ I 
was not.” 


Mitchell testified that at no time did he 
ever knowingly receive information ob­ 
tained by opening mail illegally, but 
acknowledged he m i^t have seen such 
information in a manner that would not 
indicate it had been obtained illegally.

Gunmen kill 
another Turk 
ambassador 


PARIS (U PI) — Unidentified gunmen 
stepped into a busy Paris street at 
lunchtime today and killed Turkish Am­ 
bassador Ismail Erez and his chauffeur 
with submachineguns in the second as­ 
sassination of a Turkish ambassador in 
three days. 
Vienna police speculated that the 
murderers might be the same assassina­ 
tion squad that shot Turkish Ambassador 
Danis Tunaligil to death in the Viennese 
Embassy on Wednesday and apparently 
fled the country. 
A mystery telephone call earlier today 
to the Turkish Embassy in Paris, only 
300 yards away from the scene of the 
twin assassination, warned that 
“ everything in the embassy will be 
blown up before sunset,” police 
reported 
Police investigators said Erez. fatally 
wounded in the lightning ambush, ap­ 
parently was the victim of an interna­ 
tional terrorist gang attacking Turkish 
diplomats. Erez died 48 hours after three 
men walked into the Turkish embassy in 
Vienna and shot Tunaligil 
Investigators said two or three 
youthful men stepped forward and 
opened fire on Erez’s car as it crossed 
the Bir Hakeim bridge over the Seine 
river into Quai John F Kennedy, en 
route home from a diplomatic cocktail 
party. 


A hail of bullets killed the chauffeur 
and mortally wounded the ambassador 
— sent to Paris only 11 months ago after 
France and Turkey smoothed over a long 
standing diplomatic dispute over a 
French minister’s tribute to Armenia 


Jean Roux, owner of a newsstand close 
to the murder scene, was one of the first 
persons to reach the bullet-riddled 
Mercedes limousine 


“ I was getting ready to close my news­ 
stand when I heard five or six shots go 
off,” Roux said. “ I ran across the street 
I saw two young men run away from the 
car.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pri­ 
vate messages passing through 
telegraph companies in Wash­ 
ington were monitored by the 
government from World War II 
until last May, according to 
House investgators 
Near the end of his 35-year 
career with the FBI. agent Joe 
R Craig made daily visits to 
telegraph companies in Wash­ 
ington to read or photograph 
whatever supposedly private 
cables he wished to see. the in­ 
vestigators said 
The allegations were spelled 
out in a confidential memoran­ 
dum by the staff of the House 
Government Information and 
Individual Rights Subcommit­ 
tee, obtained Thursday by UPI. 
The information was pre­ 
pared for a public hearing 
Thursday, but minutes before 
the session Attorney General 
Edward H Levi intervened to 
block the testimony by princi­ 
pals in the case, including 
Craig 
Levi said the witnesses might 
incriminate themselves in a 
criminal investigation the de­ 
partment is conducting Chair­ 
man Bella S. Abzug, D-N.Y.. 
said other administration re­ 
presentatives pleaded national 
security also was involved. 
The investigators’ written 
summary said the snooping on 


cables had been going on since 
World War II They said Craig 
told them he had been involved 
since 1964 
The summary was based on 
interviews the staff held with 
Craig 
Thomas Algie. opera­ 
tions manager for RCA Global 
Communications in Washing­ 
ton; and George McMullen, 
operations supervisor in the 
Washington office of ITT World 
Communications 
The investigators said Algie 
told them. “ It was the practice 
of government agents, either 
from the FBI or the NSA (the 
National Security Agency), to 
come to RCA Global's office at 
about 3 a m each morning and 
read through all of the inter­ 
national cables, photographing 
any in which they had a par­ 
ticular interest This procedure 
continued until approximately 
May, 1975 ’’ 
Craig said he visited RCA 
during the day and not at 3 a.m. 
The summary added, “ This 
claim, if true, suggests that the 
nighttime visits were from 
someone other than the FBI.” 
Algie, McMullen, two of their 
aides and Craig were scheduled 
but did not appear at Thurs­ 
day’s hearings, apparently be­ 
cause of Levi’s intervention 
The subcommittee voted 4-2 to 
seek subpoenas to force their 
testimony at a future hearing.

Business leaders 
fight wage increase 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Business leaders have told 
Congress proposals to increase 
the minimum wage to $3 an 
hour would fuel inflation, shut 
down many small businesses 
and throw some people out of 
work. 
Robert T. Thompson of the 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce 
told a House subcommittee 
Thursday the proposals “ consti­ 
tute a clear danger of creating 
greater unemployment and 
higher inflation at a time when 
both are expected to be in the 7 
to 8 per cent range next year.” 
And Louis Neeb, vice presi­ 
dent of the Steak & Ale 
restaurants, testified the pack­ 
age would hurt the restaurant 
industry, particularly small 
coffee shops or tiny chains. 
The subcommittee is consid­ 
ering a proposal to would boost 
the minimum wage to S3 an 
hour by January, 1977, and 
allow it to increase automati­ 


cally after that in line with the 
cost of living. It also would 
require overtime pay at 2*4 
times the regular rate and 
eliminate exceptions for em­ 
ployers whose workers also 
earn tips. 
An AFL-CIO spokesman told 
the subcommittee Wednesday 
that these proposals, combined 
with a shorter work week, 
would force companies to hire 
more employes and thereby 
reduce unemployment. 
Thompson disagreed. He said 
the higher minimum wage 
would force employers to lay 
off or refuse to hire the least 
productive, youngest and most 
needy workers “ Indeed,” he 
said, “ for too many workers the 
higher minimum wage means 
no wage at all.” 


Neeb said the package would 
increase the costs of small 
restaurant chains and coffee 
shops by about 100 per cent. 
Dying girl's condition 
too gross to describe 


MORRISTOWN, N.J. (UPI) 
— The physical condition of 
Karen Anne Quinlan, in a coma 
for six months after combining 
drugs and alcohol, is “almost 
too gross to describe,” a physi­ 
cian said Thursday. 
That condition, described by 
Dr. Sidney Diamond, a profes­ 
sor of neurology at Mount Sinai 
School of Medicine in New 
York, is the basis for her 
parents’ plea that she be taken 
off a respirator that keeps her 
heart beating and allowed to die 
“with grace and dignity.” 
But their plea, supported by 
many physicians and religious 
leaders, has brought about a 
courtroom confrontation that 
could provide legal precedent 
for terminating the life of a 
patient whose condition is 
hopeless. 
Diamond testified at the 
request of assistant state At­ 
torney General David S. Baime, 
whose office has joined Morris 
County Prosecutor Donald 
Collester and Daniel R. Coburn, 
Miss Quinlan’s court-appointed 
guardian, and attorneys for St. 
Claire’s Hospital in Denville, 
N.J., in opposing the family’s 
request. 


Turning to the 21-year-old 
woman’s adoptive parents from 
the witness stand, Diamond 
told Joseph and Julia Quinlan. 
“I’m sorry to have to give this 
description. 
“I observed her first from 
some distance. She was lying in 
bed, emaciated, curled up in 
flex contractions,” Diamond 
testified. “ Every joint was bent 
in a flexed position making one 
type of fetal position. It is 
almost too gross to describe. I 
could see her eyes, which were 
open. The eyeballs moved 
together. They darted in a ran­ 
dom sort of movement.” 


Diamond and Dr Fred Plum, 
another neurologist, testified in 
the fourth day of the trial, 
which is in recess until Monday 
Both said Miss Quinlan has 
almost no chance of recovery, 
but both opposed turning off the 
respirator 


On Monday. Collester plans to 
call several more witnesses op­ 
posing the Quinlans’ request. 
Plum said there was no ques­ 


tion that Karen still has some 
brain activity, but he said the 
damage done by the coma was 
probably irreparable. 
“ This young woman is in a 
persistent vegetative state with 
no cognitive functioning,” said 
Plum, who has studied hun­ 
dreds of coma cases. “ Most 
patients with this severe a state 
die early. Our study finds no 
person who recovered after be­ 
ing in such a state for six 
months or more.” 


Kissinger 
assures 
Japanese 


TOKYO (UPI) - Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger flew 
to Washington today, leaving 
Japanese leaders reassured 
about President Ford’s coming 
visit to China 
Kissinger's special Air Force 
jet left Tokyo airport this after­ 
noon after a two-day stopover 
in Japan to brief America’s 
main Asian ally on the results 
of his five-day visit to Peking 
Kissinger met for an hour and 
a quarter Thursday night with 
Japanese Foreign Minister 
Kiichi Miyazawa and had 
breakfast today with Prime 
Minister Takeo Miki 
Miyazawa later told a news 
conference Ford’s post-Thanks- 
giving trip would not bring any 
major changes in Asia or alter 
Sino-American relations. 
Jap an ese 
governm ent 
sources said Kissinger told 
Prime Minister Miki that 
Japanese leaders have no 
reason to fear any surprise 
changes coming out of the trip 
Former President Richard 
Nixon’s 1972 trip to Peking, 
ending America’s diplomatic 
boycott of China, dismayed 
Japanese leaders. They com­ 
plained about not being con­ 
sulted in advance. 
He told newsmen that Chi­ 
nese Communist party Chair­ 
man Mao Tse-tung. 82, is “ a 
man of very powerful intelli­ 
gence and strong views.” 
“ I see no reason to doubt that 
he is in charge of events in 
China,” Kissinger said. “ I think 
the Chinese basically under­ 
stand our global policy and un­ 
derstand the necessity of our 
role in Asia.” 
Kissinger discounted public 
criticism by Chinese leaders, 
including Mao, of the American 
detente policy with the Soviet 
Union.

Burns favors letting NYC 
default on massive debts 


WASHINGTON (U P I) 
Chairman Arthur F Burns of 
the Federal Reserve says 
Congress should let New York 
City default on its debts and 
enact legislation to facilitate 
the big city's bankruptcy. 
Burns’ advice, delivered 
Thursday evening before a 
House banking subcommittee, 
damaged the city’s case for a 
congressional rescue effort to 
avoid default in December 
Another blow came from Sen 
James L 
Buckley. R-N.Y , 
who suggested city officials 
may have been guilty of 
criminal misconduct in the way 
they kept the city’s books 
Buckley called for a Justice 
Department investigation 
Congress is not likely to vote 
to provide aid if a senator 
representing the city suggests 
its officials belong in jail Sen 
Jacob K 
Javits, R-N 
Y.. 
criticized his colleague 
“ What I say to Sen Buckley 
is, ‘Okay, do anything you want 
about these matters, but let’s 
have a little care about the tim­ 
ing so it doesn’t abort any effort 
we re making here to get ab­ 
solutely indispensable federal 
help,’” Javits said. Buckley 
said he would make his position 
known next week on federal 
help. 
New York City, which owes 
$12.3 billion, is likely to default 
on its debts in December.

It was because of his 
report that the reservoir, a 
secondary source of water 
supply to this area near 
San Francisco, was closed 
Thursday. 
The officer said he saw 
the alligator swimming 
near the shore, thought it 
was only a big fish but then 
realized he was wrong The 
whole story was unraveled 
with a straight face by 
James E. Lattie, of the 
East Bay Regional Park 
District, who said: 
“ You won’t believe this: 
but— uh— our men have 
reported a most unusual 
occurrence. That is—uh— 
an alligator, you know, the 
kind with jaws and long 
teeth—well, you won’t 
believe it. 
“ Well, here goes our 
image— but two of our 
patrolmen were sitting on 
the dam; they were looking 
into the water. Now they 
noticed this long shape 
moving along in the water, 
sort of like a log and slow- 
like.

The Department of General 
Services was to call for bids to­ 
day on purchase of 1,611 patrol 
cars, and all will be intermedi­ 
ate size. 116-inch wheelbase 
minimum All but 100 will be 
used by the patrol, with the 
remainder going to local police 
departments who order their 
cars under the state contract. 


CHP spokesman Kent Milton 
said the patrol decided on the 
intermediates as a money- 
saving measure and because 
manufacturers are warning 
that the intermediate will be 
the largest car available in the 
nation within a few years. 


The patrol’s action comes 
after it purchased 100 inter­ 
mediate-sized vehicles (Dodge 


Coronetsi last year tor evalua­ 
tion purposes 
“ We were pretty happy with 
the intermediates." 
Milton 
said, but some officers com­ 
plained those vehicles, equip­ 
ped with 360-cubic-inch engines, 
did not have enough power 
The patrol has been using 
vehicles (Dodge Monacos) 
equipped with 440-cubic-inch 
engines 
Milton said the patrol’s fleet 
manager found the smaller 
vehicles cost a half-cent less to 
operate per mile than the 
larger-sized autos—a savings of 
more than $500.000 for the 110 
million miles patrol cars travel 
each year. 
He also said the smaller vehi­ 
cles cost nearly $300 less last 
year and have a higher resale 
value because of the current 
trend toward smaller cars by 
American drivers. 
Milton said the vehicle 
purchase contract will be 
awarded in December.

the group and who persuaded 
him to leave 
"I probably was pretty close 
to him, but I had no idea what 
was happening." Hutchinson 
said "There weren’t any fami­ 
ly problems and no financial 
problems, I can assure you of 


that He had plenty of assets’’ 
Hutchinson said Craig, a 41- 
year-old father of six. signed 
everything he owned over to his 
wife before he left July 12 He 
said Mrs Craig has received 
two letters from her hushand 
since his disappearance, but 
neither had a return address 


In the latest letter. Hutchin 
son quoted Craig as saying this 
was his last chance of reaching 
"the other kingdom" for at 
least 2.000 years 


"Jesus spoke of His journey 
and His teachings 2.000 years 
ago." Craig wrote "All the in­ 
formation in the Gospel is 
there, even though the people 
teaching it did not understand 
since they could not com­ 
prehend the message 
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"His words are completely 
understood now ' the letter 
went on "It is understood what 
the kingdom of heaven is all 
about, how to get there and at 
what time it is available " 


Hutchinson, who described 
Craig as "a pretty intelligent 
person" with the "nicest family 
in town," said his former 
partner was not a person to 
jump into something without 
thinking 
"He really believes in this. 
I'm sure of that." Hutchinson 


said 
I'm sure he believed in 
what he did and what he’s do­ 
ing but it's sure hard for those 
he left behind to understand "

be up $3 to $4 billion, the report 
said 
For the remainder of 1975. 
the report said, retail food 
prices should increase only sl­ 
ightly with lower prices for 
beef, poultry, fresh fruit and 
potatoes offsetting hikes in the 
prices of pork. eggs, dairy 
products and fish 
For all of 
1975. retail food prices should 
average about 9 per cent above 
1974 
But through mid 1976, the 
economists believe there are 
three paths possible depending 
on what happens to economic 
recovery, the livestock industry 
and the level of U S agricultur­ 
al exports. 
The outlook board said its 
“most likely" forecast involves 
a substantially larger export 
volume than in the 1974-75 crop 
year and a pickup in livestock 
feeding. This would brighten 
the farm income prospects 
through the first half of 1976, 
allow the depressed livestock 
sector to continue recovery and 
bring about some easing of crop 
prices in the face of record out­ 
put. 
If moderate economic recov­ 
ery continues, retail food price 
increases in the first half of 
1976 would be below the rate of 
increase in nonfood items. Pork 
output will probably remain 
below year-earlier levels, the 
report said, but supplies of 
other livestock products would 
increase, and crop-related food 
products should be in large sup­ 
ply 
However, 
if grain exports 
turn out much higher than 
currently anticipated, 
this 
would result in higher grain 
prices and dampen the produc­ 
tion response in the livestock 
sector. Beef supplies would in­ 
crease in early 1976 but would 
tighten in the second half of the 
year 
because of 
reduced 
feeding. And much larger in­ 
creases in food prices could be 
expected to begin by next spr­ 
ing. 
The third possibility would 
occur if exports are much 
below current expectations. 
The resulting sharp drop in 
grain prices would encourage 
more domestic feeding and 
provide larger livestock sup­ 
plies through 1976. 
Although crop receipts would 
be lower in the first half of the 
year, lower feed expenses 
would be partially offsetting 
and farm income would remain 
significantly above year-earlier 
levels.

tary women whose mothers 


also had varicose veins, he said. 
“There may be a hormonal or 
endocrina! factor” that makes 
women more susceptible to the 
disease than men, he said, and 
‘‘there is also probably a 
hereditary influence.” 
Physical exercise helps ward 
off development of the condi­ 
tion. which is aggravated by 
‘‘sitting for long periods of time 
so the blood is less efficiently 
moved through the veins and by 
the effect of gravity tends to 
pool in the legs, gradually 
weakening the veins,” he said.

Poor New York 


The financial plight of New York City 
has come to the attention of nearly all 
Americans, for sure. The big question, of 
course, is whether all of the taxpayers of 
the United States should bail out the 
“ Big Apple" to save the city’s defaulting 
on its monumental debts come Dec 1. 
We were talking with a New Yorker 
last weekend who was 
visiting in California 
He is a true and con­ 
firmed New Yorker 
but he doesn’t have 
much sympathy for 
the politicians of that 
city who now find 
themselves in such 
turmoil. 
“ If you ran your 
business like those 
New York City politi­ 
cians have in the past 
10 years, you would 
have been down the tube long ago,’’ he 
commented 
We asked him why the people didn t 
recognize the problem sooner and throw 
the rascals out? 
He replied that it was simple. The 
politicians, akin to the tactics of another 
mayor named Daley in Chicago, have 
buiit up their constituency, guaranteeing 
their elections, through patronage posi­ 
tions and other niceties. They have done 
so by spending themselves into oblivion. 
An example of the laxity of control is 
told in a United Press International wire 
story this week 
A New York police officer complained 
of a sore knee in May of 1972 and told his 
boss that it kept hurting until some time 
in 1974 For 600 straight days, this police 
officer was allowed to be paid and re­ 
main off duty because of sick leave 
Despite calling in “ sick” for 600 
straight working days, the particular 
police officer does not hold the 
department's record for malingering 
Last March, a former motorcycle of­ 
ficer was finally dismissed after a hear­ 
ing on the malingering charges. 
He had been on sick leave for nearly 
five years. 
It is a small example of what goes on 
in “ The Big Apple’’ but if such examples 


exist, what about the much larger ones 
such as pension plans. The New Yorker 
we talked to said that some public 
employe pension plans are based on the 
highest average salary worked When a 
worker nears retirement, his so-called 
bosses allow him to accumulate over­ 
time payment ad infinitum to boost the 
pension he will receive at retirement. 
That’ll bust anybody.

Chronology of a CIA coverup 


WASHINGTON - The full story can 
now be told how top CIA officials, work­ 
ing with the Nixon White House, at­ 
tempted to obstruct the Watergate in­ 
vestigation 
From sources in the prosecutors’ of­ 
fice, the FBI and the CIA itself, we have 
dug out new details which tighten the 
case against the CIA 
brass The story can 
best 
be 
told 
in 
chronological order. 
It began, of course, 
with the Watergate 
break-in early in the 
morning of June 17, 
1972. An investigation 
quickly developed that 
some of the burglars 
had a CIA background. 
This gave the White 
House conspirators an 
idea. They might be 
able to use the CIA to cover up their own 
connection with the crime. Here’s how 
the plot developed: 
June 22: The acting FBI director, Pat 
Gray, called CIA chief Richard Helms to 
ask whether the CIA had been involved in 
Watergate. Helms assured Gray that the 
CIA had nothing to do with the burglary. 
June 23. 10 a.m.: President Nixon in­ 
structed his major domo, H R 
Haldeman, to tell the FBI: “ Don’t go 
any further into this case.” Nixon 
suggested that Haldeman explain “ this 
would open the whole Bay of Pigs thing 
June 23, 11 a.m.: White House counsel 
John Dean, acting on Haldeman’s in­ 
structions, telephoned Gray to suggest 
that the CIA was involved in the Mexican 
phase of the Watergate case. 
June 23, 1 p.m.: The President again 
brought up the CIA in a private conversa­ 
tion with Haldeman. Referring to Gray, 
Nixon instructed Haldeman: “ Just tell 
him to lay off." 
June 23, 1 p.m.: CIA director Richard 
Helms and his deptuy, Vernon Walters, 
were summoned to White House aide 
John Ehrlichman’s office. Haldeman 
joined them and did most of the talking. 
He explained frankly that the 
Democrats were “ taking advantage" of 
the Watergate break-in for political pur­ 
poses. He wanted the CIA, therefore, to 
advise Gray that the FBI could jeopar­ 
dize a covert CIA operation if it con­ 
tinued digging into the Mexican matter. 
Helms replied that he had already told 
Gray there had been no CIA involvement 
in Watergate. Haldeman suggested that 
further FBI investigation might expose 
Bay of Pigs secrets. Helms disputed this. 
Haldeman insisted, nevertheless, that 
Walters — not Helms — talk to Gray. 
June 23, 1:30 p.m.: Dean telephone 
Gray to set up an 
Walters. 
June 23, 1:30 p.m.: 
to Nixon: “ Walters is going to make a 
call to Gray. That’s the way we put it, 
and that’s the way it was left." 
June 23,2:30 p.m.: Walters called upon 
Gray and repeated the Haldeman lie 
Walters not only claimed the investiga­ 
tion could upset a covert CIA operation 
in Mexico but also suggested the in­ 
vestigation shouln’t go beyond the arrest 
of the five Watergate burglars. 
June 26: Dean summoned Walters to 
the White House and asked him whether 
the CIA could put up bail for the 
Watergate defendants. Dean also wanted 
the CIA to pay their salaries if they were 
sent to jail. Walters objected that the 
CIA would be destroyed if it became 
known that the agency was providing 
money for the Watergate crew. 
June 27: Dean called Walters back to 
the White House. Again Walters resisted 
funneling CIA money to the Watergate 
defendants, saying that expenditures 
within the United States had to be 
reported to Congress. 
On the same day, Dean asked Gray to 
stop the FBI from interviewing two key 
witnesses because of their “ CIA in­ 
volvement.” 


June 28: At still another White House 
huddle. Dean emphasized to Walters the 
importance of confining the FBI in­ 
vestigation to the five Watergate 
burglars The CIA deputy, asked for his 
advice, suggested blaming Watergate on 
the Cuban exiles. 
In a telephone call to Gray, Dean

asked him to hold up an FBI interview of 
another witness, citing “ national 
security.” Dean continued to give Gray 
the impression in subsequent conversa­ 
tions that the CIA was involved in 
Watergate. 
July 5: Gray phoned Walters to say he 
could no longer hold up the Watergate in­ 
vestigation to protect the CIA without a 
written request. 


July 6: Walters delivered a memo to 
Gray, coming clean for the first time. 
The memo disclaimed any CIA interest 
in the Watergate burglars or the witnes­ 
ses Dean had asked the FBI not to ques­ 
tion. Walters also told Gray that he could 
no longer ask him to hold up future in­ 
vestigation for security reasons. 
The memo, incidentally, identified 
Watergate ringleaders G. Gordon Liddy 


and E Howard Hunt, who were then 
known to the FBI only as George 
Leonard and Ed Warren. Yet Gray 
locked the memo in his safe, without 
showing it to the FBI agents on the case. 
The Following Fall: Waterbugger 
James McCord wrote a series of letters 
to the CIA detailing how he hoped to 
avoid prosecution and to protect the CIA. 
These letters were reviewed by CIA 
counsel Lawrence Houston and Director 
Richard Helms. Yet they never relayed 
this crucial material to the Watergate 
prosecutors. 
Indeed, Helms took care not to share 
information with the prosecutors. He 
sought to keep his own skirts clean in­ 
stead by routing the information to then- 
Atty. Gen. Richard Kleindienst and FBI 
chief Pat Gray, whom Helms knew were 
Nixon loyalists.

typewriter. Now I am, for reasons un­ 
known and irrelevant, the most instinc­ 
tively 
undisruptive of men. I even 
hesitate to hang on the doorknob outside 
my hotel room the sign that says DO 
NOT DISTURB — without first at­ 
tempting to write in, “ Please." It 
horrifies me as much as the English that 
we decorate our national parks with such 
barbed-wire phrases as “ K EEP OFF 
THE GRASS.” I’d have made a very 
good Jap. All the above on the under­ 
standing, of course, that when the bugles 
sound. I am ready and dressed to bomb 
Pearl Harbor. 
Like other journalists, I am saddled 
with the problem of The Typewriter. 
Wherever I go, I must use it. No, I don’t 
mean at restaurants, or at public recep­ 
tions at the White House, or at funeral 
processions. But other times: notably, 
on planes and trains. 


The other day. traveling New York - 
Washington, 
I 
elected 
to 
go 
by 
AMTRAK, thinking to have my dinner 
and begin typing my notes for a televi­ 
sion program that would begin at 9 in the 
morning, followed by a second beginning 
at 10:15. I chatted with a friend during 
the brief dinner hour, then went to work. 
I had no sooner begun to type when I was 
accosted by 
a tall middle-aged man. 
with the bearing of an ex-colonel, who 
approached me and said in tones loud 
enough to sound over the hundred mph 
noise of a train whistling through the 
night on tracks laid down during the 
Grant Administration: “ I want you to 
know." he said without any introductory 
civility, “ that I think you are the rudest 
man I have ever seen. My wife and I paid 
over 60 dollars to travel on this train and 
to have a little peace and quiet, and all 
we get is the sound of vour typewriter ’’ 


He marched away, and all eyes were on 
me. Did I want to move? the porter 
asked me Move where? I replied —the 
car was full. 
I resumed typing but. actually, I found 
that I was not concentrating on my work. 
Suddenly every stroke of a key sounded 
like an acetylene torch triggered under a 
honeymooner’s bed. It is a psychological 
cliche: the ticking of a clock that is en­ 
tirely unnoticed can be made — in a 
movie, say — to sound like the rumbling 
of a juggernaut merely by having 
somebody say casually, “ When that 
clock reaches midnight, London will be 
destroyed." 
Every note I tapped sounded louder 
than the others. Every pause between 
strokes sound like a provocative attempt 
at cacophony. People around me who had 
been dozing, or reading, utterly unaware 
of the sound of the typewriter, were sud­ 
denly looking at me malevolently. This 
I’d have understood easily enough if they 
knew what I was writing. But for all they 
knew, I was copying out “ Twinkle 
Twinkle Little Star’’... 
I don’t like rules, but they can be 
liberating. If the sign says, “ Smoking 
Permitted Aft Of These Seats," then it is 
only a matter of ascertaining which way 
is aft before lighting up; and nobody has 
a legitimate case against you. You gues 
sed it. I think they should get around tc 
signs that say “ Typing Permitted Aft 01 
These Seats." Aft of those seats coulc 
put you with one foot in the baggage 
compartment, but at least you woulc 
have your own turf. 
Some will say that, really, we are 
asked to make too many concessions: 
that people should try to curb their sen­ 
sibilities. There is a case for this too. I 
don’t like magenta. Should I have said to 
the gentleman on the train: “ I’ll make a 
deal. pal. I’ll stop typing if you will tell 
your wife to go to the ladies’ room and 
come back dressed in another color — 
any other color." “ Magenta Permitted 
Aft Of These Seats." To be sure, we are 
left without a solution for the man 
aboard an airplane who can’t stand 
wings.
